An Intel 
ligent typewriter girl, with bcr owi 
machine, who under«tands businea 
forms cannot be picked up at call in t 
raining camp. With ber first saving 
Miss Fita liad built a warm, snug win 
tor lot? cabin and prepared to atay ther 
till she found fortune. A cellar undo 
the floor of an Alaska log cabin serve 
B 3 an Ice chest in summer and a store 
room for food In winter. Such collar' 
are opened by a trapdoor in the cabli 
floor. Miss Fitz dug her own cellar. 


She bought mining claims; she be 


come a notary public; she purchased a 
partnership in tho Council City News 
the tlrit paper in tbo mining camp 
Meantime she continued being a ste 
nogrupher and typist for any wh 
wanted her services. With all those 
irons In the fire and with a head tf 
look after them all, this typical Amor 
lean girl accumulated property rapidly 
and took en re of it too. 


Then at length, early last winter, th 


longing for her old home nnd friowln 
overcame her, nnd she Journeyed to 
Nome In a sled drawn by K«klmo dofru. 
Muffled in furs, strapped upon the sled, 
a driver runaing alongside to whoop irp 
the dogs, sbe began tbe journey, but a 
bliuard overtook then on tlio coast, 
end tbe whole outfit nearly perished.

DEWEY AND THE MONROE DOC- 


t* 
- 
TRINE. 


Admiral Dewey Is known to be one 


of the most ardent advocates of a 
great American navy. He does not 
Force* his views upon either his su- 
periors or thief reading public, but 
when occasion, presents, he lets them 
be known, candidly and convincingly. 
No one who knows him can believe 
the silly charge that he is guilty of 
any race-prejudice, as some German 
politicians and editors have, tried to 
make out since the •publication, of his 
interview in which he alluded to our 
recent naval maneuvers in the Car- 
ibbean as an object lersson, to Kaiser 
Wilhelm. The admiral is 
far 
too 


good an. American to entertain any 
but the highest regard for the Inval- 
uable qualities which the 
German 


people have brought into the Ameri- 
can amalgam. He hasn't the shadow 
of a prejudice against any man. be- 
cause he is a German, or an Irish- 


man, 
or a Nebraskan. When he men- 


tioned the kaiser in connection with 
the Caribbean naval -maneuvers, the 
admiral doubtless had in iraind the 
disquieting fact that the kaiser was 
at that moment conducting very dan- 
gerous operations on the south coast 
of the Caribbean—operations 
which, 


were generally understood, on this 
side of the Atlantic at least, to be a 
test of American backbone in sup- 
port of the Monroe Doctrine Tie ad- 
miral may or may not have been. In- 
discreet, as an officer of the* navy, in 
saying what he did. publicly; but the 
kaiser and the German critics gen- 
erally may be assured that tbe ad- 
miral in that Intervieiw expressed 
the exact sentiments of a vast ma- 
jority of his countrymen. It is just 
possible that by some mischance a 
man might get Into the White House 
possessed of so little courage that he 
wtinia wlan to abandon the Monroe 
Doctrine rather than give battle to 
anfrther nation In defense of it; but 
the time will never came when the 
American people will permit the Doc- 
trine to be abandoned, whatever the 
nature of the menace that may be 
brought against it—From "Affairs at

BAER'S DEFIANCE. 


The spectacle presented by Preal 


dent Baer of the Reading railroad 
aad ooal companies in his testimony 
before a section of 
the 
interstate 


commerce commission sitting in New 
York Is not calculated to allay pub- 
lic irritation against the coal trust or 
to weaken the public determination 
to support every legitimate effort to 
place this and other grasping mo- 
nopolies under the* restriction of rea- 
sonable laws. Indeed, Mr. Baer is 
serving today chiefly to arouse pub- 
lic resentment against his own and 
even other trusts by his defiance of 
the authority of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and his threat to 
increase the price of hard coal until 
it reaches $5 a ton at wholesale. 


Such men as Baer do Infinite harm 


to the cause which they represent In 
the beginning of the anthracite strike 
Mr. Baer outraged- public sentiment 
by declaring that Providence had en- 
trusted tee coal fields to the hands 
of a few men, upon whose wisdom 
and righteousness thei consumers of 
the country must rely. Throughout 
Che negotiations for arbitration he 
maintained a position of the utmost 
contempt for the rights of the peo- 
ple. He assumed a virtuous air of 
benovolenca when: he and his asso- 
ciates promulgated 
a. schedule of 


rates to wholesalers and retailers and 
threatened them with a stoppage of 
the coal supply If they exceeded cer- 
tain retail prices. When striking cir- 
cumstances pointed to an understand- 
ing between the trust companies and 
the independents, the latter's compar- 
atively small output practically dom- 
inating tbe market and 
controlling 


the price for a time, Mr. Baer flew 
Into a passion of denunciations be- 
cause his motives and fairness should 
be for a moment questioned. 


The other day when the Reading 


company locked out 30,000 of its men 
in direct violation of the pledge giv- 
en to the president on the appoint- 
ment of the coal commission and. of 
the terms of that body's findings, Mr. 
Baer refused to advance any expla- 
nation, waving his hand scornfully to 
the "facts and the commission's re- 
port" Now comes his Impudent de- 
nial of federal jurisdiction, in a mat 
ter of interstate! commerce, his amaz- 
ing citation of the doctrine of state's 
rights and his refusal to produce con- 
tracts and other documents before 
the interstate commerce commission, 
before which, he 'has been cited to 
answer charges of a violation of the 
statutes in maintaining a coal trust 
or pool. 


It Is too late In the day for any 


corporation leader to deny the inter- 
state authority of the federal agen- 
cies or to defy the antitrust senti- 
ments which are now animating the 
majority of the people. If Mr. Baer 
cannot read correctly the signs of 
the times pointing to a general read- 
justment of the relations between th« 
people and the big corporations, be 
is an inefllciemt servant of his em- 
ployers and an unreliable administra- 
tor of the Interests of his stockhold- 
ers and bondholders He is apparent- 
ly fossilized in the belief that he can 
continue to defy the lightning of pub- 
lic opinion He seems to think that 
he can now proceed with absolute 
Immunity frotm check to raise the 
cost of hard «oal to the consumer on 
the basis of the 
new wage scale 


adopted by the presidential commis- 
sion. That wage scale) is binding, ev- 
en though it is not based upon statu- 
tory law. It has its foundations in 
that which is quite as strong, howev- 
er, a formal pledge on the part of the 
forces, greater 
than 
Baer, 
which 


were invoked to secure peace in the 
coal war. A price scale, arranged 
with equal 
consideration 
for 
all 


sides by impartial judges, may be the 
next necessity, and there is reason 
to believe that 
if circumstances— 


such as further 
Baerisms—lead 
to 


this necessity such a scale will be 
quite as binding as the 
three-yeai 


wage scale 
is 
today.—Washington

architect to comment that we devot- 
ed more time and attention to a sin- 
gle room than most folks did to a 
whole house. But we found that It 
paid.

The channel in the 
Iclnity of the wharves will be deep- 
ened and the mud taken out 
into 


real Bay, a distance of some two 


This IB the first work to be 
done on the river at Newmarket for 
the uQneflt of navigation for 
over 


wenty years. In 1882 a

130,000 was expended on 
the river 


and nothing has been done since.

But 
notwithstanding this, arbitration is, 
In my opinion, but a mere temporary 
expedient and docs not go to the root 
of the trouble What It produces ia 
practically a forced aetjttemlent by 
tho Inteiventlon oC a third 'party. 
What is wanted la some means by 
which capital and labor can control 
tholr passions and prejudices 
suffi- 


ciently to settle tholr disputes with- 
out outside Interference. This may 
call for an <uctr«»rdinary control of 
human nature. Granted that It does 
Nevertheless when wo reflect on th* 
fact that practically all that Is best 
and noble in this world In the product 
of voluntary Uuiottui rxxstralnt, and

There, 
in 1770. Astley's first performance was 
given, with the aid of a drum, two fl£e9 
and one clown. A Anrge of sixpence 
was made for the front standing places. 
There was no building and not even, a 
rent, but merely a ring of ropes and 
stakes. Primitive as were the arrange- 
ments Astley soon attracted good au- 
diences and was able to add to' bis 
programme conjuring, transparencies, 
vaulting and tumbling, with displays 
of fireworks. In course of time he was 
able to hire an inclosed ground aud 
erected seats under a substantial roof. 
He called the place Astley's Amphi- 
theater Riding house.

It has not been definitely established 


that zero was in use any earlier than 
400 A. D. About this time it was used 
in India, and several centuries later 
the Arabs began to employ it Through 
the Arabs its use became1 l:noT> to 
Europeans during the twelfth century. 
It was not generally adopted m Europe 
until several centuries later, notwith- 
standing Us great advantages. For a 
considerable time there were two par- 
ties among the European educators. 
One party, known as the algorists, fa- 
vored tb» adoption of the Jiindoo sys- 
tem of notation (falsely called Arabic). 
with its position values, while the oth- 
er, known as the abacists, favored the 
Roman notation, without zero or posi- 
tion value. 


The general adoption of the Hindoo 


system was greatly facilitated by tbe 
facts that it was explained in most of 
the calendars for more than a-century, 
beginning with 1300, and that the 
mediae a! universities frequently of- 
fered courses devoted to the use of this 
notation.—G- A. Miller in Science.
